“Just being dairy farm South Caro- 
lina rather unique,” says Steve. “Since 
there are only about 100 dairies the en- 
tire state, and being one three four 
Guernsey herds the state really makes 
unique.”

The entire 
southeast has experienced severe drought 
conditions for the past three years, but has 
gotten enough rain during the winter and 


spring months make decent crops
